E. E. Sheppard to Get a Trade Commission 
to South America. 

Toronto, Jan. 30. — (Special) — The 
World Bttys it ia likely the Dominion 
government will shortly appoint E. E. 
Sheppard, the present editor of the 
Evening Star, as Bpeeial commissioner 
to South America. The World repeats 
the rumor that Speaker Edgar will 
shortly succeed Hon. G. E. Kirkpatrick 
as lieutenant-governor of Ontario.

London, Jan. 30. — The grave remarks 
of the Secretary of State for the Colon- 
ies, Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, on 
the situation in South Africa have crea- 
ted a deep impression,- more especially 
as they were unexpected. The members 
assembled in the lobby afterwards and 
iiscussed the passages in which he hint- 
ed at dangerous undercurrents in affairs 
at the Cape, and remarked that 
his tone in reference to the 
Transvaal was much sterner than his 
former utterances on the same subject. 
The Conservative newspapers express 
Mr. Chamberlain's attitude and the 
Globe expresses the hope that President 
Kruger will take the warning to heart, 
" for persistence, injury and insult in 
Boor dealings will only result in the as- 
sertion, once for all, of British suprem- 
acy in South Africa." Tho comments of 
the other newspapers point to the com- 
mittee as expected to rake up evidence 
of Boer treachery and intrigue. 

Although parliament adopted the 
colonel secretary's motion for the reap- 
pointment of a commission to enquire 
into the affairs of tho British South 
Africa Co., the debate preceding the vote 
showed clearly that a feeling prevails in 
influential quarters against any investi- 
gation in South Africa matters. It also 
proved that Cecil Rhodes and the Brit- 
ish South Africa Co. are not without 
strong friends in parliament. Mr. Mc 
Lean, who offered an amendment to the 
motion, which would have taken the heart 
out of it, is the proprietor of the Western 
Mail, one of the most influential news- 
papers in Wales, and the attempt to 
head off the investigation of the affairs 
of the Chartered Company had tho sup- 
port of other newspapers throughout the 
kingdom. There is no denying the fact 
that if the commission attempts to 
probe too deep into the company's af- 
fairs persons high in society and political 
life will be hurt, and that ia the reason 
why many persons think the investiga- 
tion would be a farce. 

President Kruger in an interview at 
Pretoria to-day with J. B. Robinson, the 
mine owner, promised a speedy reduc- 
tion in railway rates to the gold fields, 
and said that the schools would heuce- 
foith be subsidized by tho state, and 
the medium of instruction would 
be English. Referring to the statement 
made by Mr. Chamberlain yesterday that 
certain promises of reform made by 
President Kruger had not been kept. 
The President said that he would like a 
definite statement from Mr. Chamber- 
lain as to what those promises were. 
President Kruger concluded the inter- 
view by emphatically declaring that he 
desired nothing but to maintain peace 
in South Africa and afford aliens every 
protection. 

The plague is still increasing in Bom- 
bay. On Thursday 128 cases were an- 
nounced, the highest since the begin- 
ning of the outbreak. Doctors are be- 
ing sent to Bombay from England, and 
several European countries are sending 
experts to study the epidemic. It is re- 
ported that Germany will recall Prof. 
Koch from the Cape in order to head a 
committee to Bombay. 

The international conference at Venice 
on the 10th will he the occasion for a 
gathering of the most eminent sanitary 
experts in Europe, each country sending 
its leading authorities. 

The Mansion House famine fund has 
now reached £177,000, irrespective of 
the large subscriptions which are being 
raised in the provincial towns. Glasgow 
and Manchester have each sent £25,000 
to India direct. 

The usual Jacobite demonstration took 
place in front of the Charles 1 statue on 
Trafalgar Square to-day. Numbers of 
handsome wreaths with effusive inscrip- 
tions were deposited about the pedestal, 
and a couple of ardent legitimists ap- 
peared during the early morning and 
went down on their knees in prayer be- 
fore the statues. But they were soon 
driven away by the jeers of the onlook- 
ers. A large cluster of Jacobites came 
later, and were subjected to merciless 
chair as they distributed a formidable 
list of the heirs of King Charles. 

The stirring up which Sir Donald 
Smith, the Canadian high commission- 
er, caused on the question of the advan- 
tages which Canada oilers to desirable 
emigrants is being followed up by a 
series of lectures on Canada to be de- 
livered by the Canadian government's 
agents. 

According to advices from Friedrichs- 
rnhe, Prince Bismarck is unusually well 
And strong. In spite of the weather he 
has lately been able to take long walks 
and drives. Speaking to Count von 
Lehnderf, an aide de camp of the old 
Emperor William, the Prince compared 
the present cabin, to a cart whose 
horses were pulling in opposite direc- 
tions. " No wonder things go wrong," 
he added. 

At Stettin, Germany, there have been 
bloody encounters between the Kaiser's 
soldiers and civilians during which 
twenty persons were severely wounded. 
The otlieers of the garrison there have 
been forbidden to frequent one of the 
best known cafes in the town. 

The students of Munich University 
have been distinguishing themselves 
lately by brutal excesses, causing the 
courts to inflict severe penalties upon 
the offenders. Eighty-three students 
are now confined in the house of correc- 
tion at Stadelhem and Munich receiving 
terms of imprisonment ranging from a 
fortnight to six months. 

During the week the Kaiser has had a 
conference with the Chancellor and the 
cabinet regarding the advisability of 
fresh anti-Socialist measures, and it is 



understood the cabinet counselled 
against Buch a Btep, in view of the pre- 
sent political situation. The present 
reichstag would not sanction anti-Social- 
ist legislation. 

The House of Commons has sanctioned 
a loan of £5,500 for a military scheme 
which the parliamentary secretary for 
the war office explained is part of a gen- 
eral Bcheme for national defence and in- 
cludes increased provision for rifle 
ranges and the acquisition of Salisbury 
plain for a manoeuvre ground. 

By order of the Emperor private sol 
diers will hereafter have better facilities 
for submitting complaints against unjust 
or brutal officers. Such complaints will 
no longer be allowed to be shelved. 
They must bp forwarded at once to the 
authorities by the captain of the com 
pany concerned. 

It is announced in Madrid that tho 
Cuban reforms will be signed by the 
Queen Regent at a cabinet council to be 
held on Thursday, and they will be ga- 
zetted on Friday.

" CAST IRON PLEDGES." 

Healyites Considered as Expelled From the 
Irish Party— Hardships of Irish 
Landlords, 

London, Jan. 30. — The so-called "caBt 
iron" pledge of Mr. Edward Blake, 
member for the South division of Long- 
ford, adopted at Tuesday's meeting of 
the Irish parliamentary party, not being 
signed by the Healyites, they are con- 
sidered aB expelled from the party. The 
substance of Mr. Blake's resolution was 
that every one in the party should sign 
a declaration that he did not undertake 
before the election to maintain himself 
in parliament without indemnity from 
any other fund than the Irish national 
party and was unable to attend to his 
parliamentary "duties without indem- 
nity. 

The Dilionites, who had previously 
caused the adoption of a resolution pro- 
viding for the expulsion from tho party 
of anyone publicly opposing the deci- 
sions reached by a majority of the party 
in meeting or in the parliamentary ac- 
tion of the chairman in behalf of the 
party or supporting the fund to main- 
tain a portion of the party in rivalry to 
the Irish National Federation, are deter- 
mined to drive the iBSue to a logical con- 
clusion, as tfiey state that healing the 
breach iB an absolute impossibility. Mr. 
Timothy M. Healy will welcome the re- 
sult as tending to clarify the position 
which, he believes, will ultimately lead 
to replacing Mr. John Dillon by Mr. 
Thomas Sexton, at the head of the whole 
party, with Mr. John Redmond as sec- 
ond choice. 

More serious JJ things threaten t he 
Government in the revolt of the Irish 
landlords. , At t|ie annual. convention oi 
the landlords at Dublin on Wednesday 
iast, a letter was received from the Duke 
of Abercorn, which stated that the land- 
lords were suffering most from "the 
present unjust administration of the 
law," and the Marquis of Londonderry 
stated that the Government bill of 1S90 
aggravated the hardships and meant 
only ruin to Ireland, as tending to the 
" forceful expatriation of the land-own- 
ing classes, leaving a pauper proprietary 
absolutely without capital." The Duke 
of Abercorn and other speakerB demand- 
ed the appointment of a royal commis- 
sion to inquire into the matter. 

TRADE IN CANADA. 

Fractional Gains in Bank Clearings— Pro- 
spective Changes Tend to Depress 
the Maritime Provinces. 

New York, Jan. 30. — Bradstreet's 
says: Toronto jobbers, report continued 
improvement particularly in dry goods. 
Montreal merchants state that the bad 
roads and severe weather have checked 
business, but, with sleighing, the outlook 
is for improvement. The trade prospects 
in Nova Scotia and Prince Edward Island 
are not bright, the depression being in- 
tensified by the prospect of tariff changes. 
Slocks of fish are large and prices low. 
The lumber cut in New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia will bo heavy and New- 
foundland will probably fit out for the 
seal fisheries as largely as usual. The 
hank clearings at Winnipeg, Toronto, 
Montreal, Hamilton and Halifax aggre- 
gate if IS, 033, 000 tins week, 10 per cent, 
ess than last week and a fractional gain 
as compared with the same week one 
year ago and with the corresponding 
week two years ago. 



Sugar and Cotton Before Tariff 
Commissiou— Macdonnell Not 
for the Bench. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Jan. 30. — At to-day's meet- 
ing of the cabinet it waB decided to- call 
parliament together for the dispatch of 
business on Thursday, March 11. 

Sanford Fleming, who reached homo 
to-day, emphatically denies that tho 
British government have sent any per- 
son to treat with the Hawaiian govern- 
ment for the use of Neckar island as a 
mid-ocean station for the Pacific cable. 
Tho recent conference was satisfied that 
the cable could and must bo landed only 
on British territory, the Fanning, Fiji, 
and Norfolk island route being decided 
upon, 

Sugar and cotton had their innings 
before the tariff commission to-day. B. 
T. Rogers, of Vancouver, appeared with 
the EaBtern refiners. Both delegationa 
pointed out the magnitude of the indus- 
tries they represented and the disaster 
which would follow a reduction in the 
tariff. The cotton " lords " ventured to 
ask for more protection. 

F. L. Jones, a well known Ottawa cor- 
respondent, will probably visit the 
Mediterranean ports to report on the 
possibilities of trade. 

Latest Washington advices indicate 
that there is not the slightest possibility 
of a reciprocity treaty from the McKin- 
ley government. 

At one time it seemed as if J. G. Mac- 
Donnell would succeed Judge McCreight 
when the latter retires from the Supreme 
court bench, but now the influences 
seem to be against him.

Dominion Delegates to Washington. 
Ottawa, Jan. 3D. — At a cabinet meet- 
ing to-day, Sir Richard Cartwright, 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, and 
Hon. L. A. Davies, Minister of Marine, 
were appointed to go to Washington to 
discuss with the American authorities 
the question of reciprocity and the alien 
"abor law with the United States, which 
at present is causing so much annoyance 
in Canada. They will probably leave 
hero on Wednesday next. 

Montreal's Contribution. 
Montreal, Jan. 30. — Mayor Wilson 
Smith will remit to the Governor-Gen- 
eral in a few days $20,000 as Montreal's 
contribution to the Indian relief fund.

ALASKAN BOUNDARY LINE. 

Convention Signed Between Great Britain; 
. and the United States to Settle This 
Much Vexed Question. 

Washington, Jan. 30.— Secretary 01- 
ney and Sir Julian Pauncefote to-day 
signed a convention for the definition by 
commission of so much of the boundary 
line between Alaska and British posses- 
sesions as is marked by the 141st meri- 
dian. The treaty will be sent to the 
senate on Monday. The treaty provides 
for a commission of four members. The 
names are not given in the treaty but 
will he agreed on hereafter. The com- 
mission will meet under the terms of the 
treaty at London or Washington. 

The formal name of the treaty is "A 
convention between tho United States, 
and Great Britain for the demarkation 
of so much of the 141st meridian west 
longitude as may be necessary for the 
determination of the boundary between 
the respective possessions of North Am- 
erica." Its purpose is to settle beyond 
doubt the exact location of the meridian 
and thus prevent clashing between min- 
ers, who have been attracted in huge 
numbers to the vicinity of the boundary 
and the local officials of the countries. 
Meridian 141st west longitude was not 
selected as the boundary lino by Secre- 
tary Olney and Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
but is laid down as tho lino of division 
in the treaty of cession by which Alaska 
was passed by Russia to the United 
States. 

The difficulty was to tell just wlnro 
the meridian actually runs, by no means 
an easy task in such a rough, rugged and 
snowbound country aB Central Alaska. 
Even in more hospitable climes the task 
of defining physically such an abstract 
line as a meridian is beset with difficul- 
ties, so it was a matter of no surprise in 
tho present case that the claims of the 
two countries should clash often now 
that they are known to include exten- 
sive and valuable gold deposits. 

So far as the line can be definitely 
fixed, it begins at the southern most 
point of Prince of Wales island, thence 
across to Portland canal ten leagues (30 
miles) inland, then in a sinuous direc- 
tion along the "coast" tin to Mount 
St.Elias where the definite Mist meri- 
dian is struck, but the difficulty is to de- 
tei urine where this sinuous "coast" 
from the 30 mile strip is measured. It 
is understood that the British contention 
is that the measurements should be 
from the outer fringe of the 
islands. In this they have the pre- 
cedent to the fisheries dispute, 
in which the American claim was based 
on a measurement from point to point of 
the outer limit of the islands and was a 
distinct denial of the theory of a "closed 
sea." If this ie applied to the Alaskan 
boundary it will limit the American ter- 
ritory largely to the islands, while the 
mainland will give tho United States a 
strip 30 miles wide along the entire coast 
as far south as Portland canal. ABide 
from tho value of the land involved, it 
has importance as a coast line and for 
strategic purposes. Until a treaty cov- 
ering this part is made it is felt that 
more difficult questions are still unset- 
tled.

It also is of very great interest 
from a commercial standpoint, for the 
success of this venture will prove that 
confectionery can be produced in Vic- 
toria as cheaply, and of as line a quality 
ns the very best imported article. 

For be it remembered, the iinest goods 
in this line are still of foreign manufac- 
ture. Mr. Lawrence proposes to change 
this, and possessing, as he does, the 
practical knowledge of the confectionery 
business, and the linancial ability to 
operate an establishment of the requi- 
site Bize, there is no reason why the 
trade of the Canadian Northwest in the 
candy line should not como to Victoria. 

In order to secure commodious and at 
the same time central quarters, the 
premises at Nos. 75 and 77 Government 
street were leased, and these, which, 
including the upstairs and an annex in 
the rear, all'ord ample space for a very 
large business. The ground (loor has 
been fitted up as a confectionery store 
and cafe, in a style that can truthfully 
be described as " regardless of expense." 
The cabinet work on this portion of the 
building is solid oak throughout; the 
counters and fittings being particularly 
handsome. On the right of the entrace 
from Government street is a moat elabor- 
ate soda water fountain, while on the 
left is the cashier's desk. At the end of 
the front shop is the piece de resistance 
of the cabinet makers' work in the estab- 
lishment, in the form of a canopy in oak 
and piate glass, mosr, ornately carved, 
containing another equally elaborate 
soda water fountain, while provision is 
made on the top of this canopy for a 
small orchestra, which it is the inten- 
tion to have performing at regular hours. 
This canopy is unique in its way and was 
designed by Mr. Lawrence. All the 
cabinet work is from the establishment 
of Messrs. Weiler Bros. 

Passages on either side of this orna- 
mental piece of work lead to the cafe, on 
which the upholsterers and woodworkers 
have been uiveti an almost free hand. 
Here are provided 96 seats grouped 
around the various tables— 30 in num- 
ber. No two of the latter being alike in 
design. All being made on the old 
Sheridan style, and in solid oak. Due 
privacy has been provided for family 
parties in the rear portion of the cafe, 
the arrangements here being most com- 
plete. The main partitions match the 
woodwork of the rest of the fittings, each 
carrying a bracket, from which are sus- 
pended handsome cheneille curtains, 
giving the apartment a rich, yet cosy 
and homelike appearance. 

To the right of the cafe and in reai' «f 
the adjoining premises is situated the 
kitchen and wholesale packing depart- 
ment. The cooking is done on a 12-foot 
patent French range which was supplied 
by the Albion Iron Works Co. This 
apartment is large and airy, and will 
nnke a model kitchen. 

[n the rear of the building large bake 
ovens have been erected and here will 
be baked the bread which it is proposed 
shall render itself famous in the city. 
Further to the right is a large annex 
where the manufacture of all kinds of 
hard candy will be carried on. TIub 
completes a partial description of the 
ground floors of the establishment. 

The upstairs portion of tiie building 
over Nos. 75 and 77 Government street, 
is occupied by a stall' for the making of 
all grades of cream candy, and already 
the fruits of the r labor are very much 
in evidence not only in the delicious per- 
fume that pervades this portion of the 
establishment but also in the long racks 
containing creams of all manner and 
kinds laid out to dry preparatory to be- 
ing packed for the trade. 

A word must be said with respect to 
the silverware and table ware in general 
of this most sumptuous eating house. 
The proprietor has taken care that as far 
as possible all furnishings and fittings 
8 lould be obtained locally, but rather 
than have anything not strictly in line 
with the rest of t.be establishment 
Mr. Lawrence has gone direct to 
the manufacturers for what he 
lias had to import, with the result that 
the tables when " set " present a very 
rich appearance indeed. In fact the cafe 
can be claimed as one of the best for its 
size in America, no other town of the 
proportion of Victoria having anything 
that can approach Mr. Lawrence's es- 
tablishment. 

fn addition to the premises at Nos. 75 
and 77 Government street Mr. Lawrence 
will continue business at his old stand 
No. 34 Government near the new post- 
offlce building as a branch store. 

Having given a general idea of the 
premises a few words as to the products 
of the factory will now be in order. An 
idea of the varieties of sweetmeats that 
are manufactured may be formed when 
it is s:ated that there are now in stock 
156 different kinds of hand made creams 
and nearly (10 varieties of chocolates. All 
theBe are made for the retail de- 
partment of the store and are 
extra tine. A specialty will be 
made of medicated candy for the 
drug trade, and already dozens of 
handsome cut-glass bottles are ranged 
on the shelves filled with the various 
kinds of candy. All kinds of bar nut 
candy are also made, including pine nut, 
pecan, Brazil, filbert, walnut, almond 
suid peanut. Parisian ices' will bo an- 
other feature of the cafe. The celebra- 
ted Troy bread, which was introduced at 
the Chicago fair by the Dairy Kitchen, 
together with aerated bread as made in 
London, will form two more items which 
it is the intention to supply the public. 
During his many trips to Europe Mr. 
Lawrence has spent much time in post- 
ing himself on the various details of the 
best London bakeries, and is able to 
guarantee that what he supplies will be 
first class.

REFORMS FOR CUBA. 

The Proposed Autonomy Regarded as a 
Masterly Diplomatic Stroke by the 
Spanish Premier. 

Havana, Jan. 30.— LaLuebami editor- 
ially commenting upon the reforms 
planned by Spain for Cuba, save: 
" Whether these reforms are accepted by 
the rebel bushmen or not, they cannot 
fail to have a great moral effect upon 
Europe, and the policy adopted by the 
Spanish government will tend to 
strengthen the executive at Washington, 
no matter whether Cleveland or MeKin- 
ley are against the senatorial and con- 
gressional jingoes." 

The consensus of opinion on the part 
of the newspapers here iu that the pro- 
posed autonomy measure is a masterly 
diplomatic stroke on tho part of Souor 
Canovas del Castillo, the Spanish pre- 
mier, and that it is calculated to avert a 
possible conflict between Spain and pos- 
sibly other European countries and tho 
United States. 

The Daily Commercial publishes a 
violent attack upon the Madrid Impar- 
tial and other Spanish papers because of 
the recent criticisms directed by those 
journals against Capt. General Weyler 
and the methods which he baa adopted 
in carrying on the campaign. 



The "Tacoma" Sails Outward Well 
Laden With Missionaries, Steel 
Rails and Beer. 



New Schedule for the San Fraucisco 
Liners— Gossip of the Water- 
front. 



All repairs necessitated by the ship's 
break-down at sea having been com- 
pleted, the Northern Pacific liner Ta- 
coma proceeded last night after spend- 
ing two hours in port. Her passenger 
list is made up of fifteen saloon passen- 
gers and forty-three Asiatics in the 
steerage, six of the Chinese being de- 
ported. The saloon passengers are: 
W. C. Gemmil, missionary, for Yoko- 
hama; Mary Evans, missionary, for 
Kobe; Caroline Clifford, missionary, for 
Shanghai; F. A. Keller, E. G. Bevis 
and C. S. Mehenost and Gilbert Kobert- 
sou. missionaries for Shanghai ; Caro- 
line Mehenost, missionary for Kobe; 
Jules Le Fauchaud, for Calcutta; J. L. 
Meyers, for Yokohama; Jane Meyers, 
for Kobe ; C. W. Deroy, for Shanghai; 
Mr. Greig, for Yokohama; G. N. 'Piatt, 
for Kobe; and Capt. Wright, for Shang- 
hai. The three last mentioned 
embarked here. Mr. Piatt comes 
from San Francisco, and his 
business on the far side of the Pacific is 
in connection with the Kobe water 
works. Captain Wright is going to 
Shanghai from Vancouver, his home, to 
accept a position on one of the big liners 
belonging to Jardine, Matheson A Com- 
pany. The storage bins of the big liner 
are literally stuffed with American pro- 
ducts. Among the shipments of excep- 
tional classes of freight from Tacoma for 
the Orient are two sacks of gold dust, 
valued at $3,200, for Hongkong, seven 
cases of fire arms for Yokohama, 5,311 
steel rails for Japan, M boxes of adver- 
tising matter for China and Japan, 50 
kegs of pickles, 907 sacks of bones, and 
308 barrels of bottled beer. Among the 
staples the vessel carries 17,292 Backs of 
flour, 1)1 cases machinery, .810 eases con- 
densed milk, 27 eases of iron wire, 70 
hogsheads oi tobacco, and 2,283 bales of 
cotton. 

A CHANGE OF SCHEDULE. 

The Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany's new schedule went into effect 
yesterday with the Bailing of the City of 
Puebla from San Francisco. The next 
vessel to leave the Golden Gate, the 
Walla Walla, will sail on February 4, 
and the third, th'e Umatilla, six days 
later. Thereafter a ship will sail every 
live day as per former arrangement. Re- 
turning, the Puebla leaves Victoria on 
February •! ; the Walla Walla, on 
February 12; and the Unatilla, on 
February 18— the same system prevails 
afterwards as on the up trip.

NANSEN IN ENGLAND. 

To Be Dined and Wined in London— Will 
Then Start on a Lecturing 
Tour. 

London, Jan. 30. — Dr. and Mrs. Nan- 
sen are expected to reach London on 
Wednesday, Feb. 3. At Queenabury 
they will be met by Mr. Scott Keltie. 
secretary of the Royal (ieographical .So- 
ciety. Dr. Nansen will proceed to Sir 
George Baden-Powell's residence, where 
the Doctor and wife will he guests dur- 
ing their stay in London. Dr. Nansen's 
first public appearance will he on Friday, 
Feb. 5, when he will be entertained at a 
banquet given in hit! honor by the Royal 
Society Club at their club house in St. 
James street. There will he one hun- 
dred and thirty guests, including lead- 
ing leading Arctic men, and Sir Clem- 
ents Mark ham, president of the Royal 
Geographical Society. 

On the following evening, Saturday, 
the explorer will he entertained by the 
Savage club, and complete the famous 
inscription made on the club room wall 
before he started on his last, expedition 
by lilling in the date of his return. Sun- 
day he will spend privately with the 
president of the Royal Geographical So- 
ciety. The great public function will 
take place on Monday, Feb. 8. That 
evening tho Geographical Society will 
dine the explorer at the Imperial Insti- 
tute. This function will he email and 
select. Sir Clements Markham will pre- 
side and bolh the Prince of Wales and 
Duke of York will be present. 

The guests will then proceed through 
a covered way to Albert hull, where Nan- 
Ben will deliver bis lirst lecture. Al- 
ready seats have been allotted, and an 
attendance of between seven and ten 
thousand persons is expected. In addi- 
tion to the Prince of Wales and Duke of 
York a number of princesses will occupy 
the front rows. Sir Clements Mark- 
ham will take tho chair, and the Prince 
of Wales and Duke of York will have 
seats on the platform beside the Nor- 
wegian guest. The proceedings will be 
commenced by the Prince of Wales 
handing Dr. Nansen the special gold 
medal awarded by the Royal Geographi- 
cal Society, about three times the Bize of 
their ordinary medal. Silver duplicates 
of this medal will be granted Nansen's 
principal companions, and bronze med- 
als to tho crew of the Frath, On the fol- 
lowing day Nansen will open a lecturing 
tour of London and the provinces.

COAST MYTHOLOGY. 

One idea stands out prouiinentlv in 
the Indian myths of the Pacific North- 
west, namely, that the Universe is under 
the control of a Supreme Intelligence. 
The Siwash conception of this Universal 
liuler is undoubtedly very grotesque in 
gome of its aspects, but it is difficult to 
name any conception of the Deity to 
which the same criticism will not apply 
to some extent. Possibly if we were bet- 
ter able to understand the myths much 
of this groteequenesa would disappear. 
Chinook may he quite sufficient for the 
purpose of buying furs or selling blan- 
kets, but as a language tor philosophical 
and theological research it lias its 
limits. The Supreme Deity of the 
coast legends is anthropomorphic. He 
loves and hates; his plans miscarry; he 
is constantly inflicting vengeance on his 
real or supposed enemies; iie makes the 
mountains flame in his wrath; ho pois- 
ons the rivers to punish the fish for their 
transgressions; he Fmites the birds in 
hia anger ; he losis the sun, moon and 
stars and regains them only by absurd 
subterfuges ; and yet withal lie remains 
the great and unapproachable Deity. It 
is utterly impossible to reconcile his 
various characterizations with each 
other. We riso from the investigation 
of the myths to say with the ancient 
philosopher: " Can'st thou by search- 
ing rind out God?" 

Out oi what mysterious storehouse of 
antiquity have these myths come? No 
dates are as yet available upon wnich to 
h.isc a satisfactory answer to this ques- 
tion. It is interesting, however, to note 
si remarkable similarity between the In- 
dian and Jewish theology. The Jewish 
conception of the Deity is colored 
throughout by the memory of the event 
described as the expulsion of our first 
parents from Eden. Just what the ex- 
act nature of this was no one now pre- 
tends to say ; but it was clearly a cal- 
junity of the most tremendous nature.) 
So, likewise, the Indian conception 1 
of the Deity takes its color from; 
a terrible catastrophe, which is local- j 
bed in a score or more oi places, j 
just as the Edenic catastrophe ia local- I 
ized in the legendary lore of Eastern 
Ask:. Indeed, it is probably not too 
much to say thatnll the religions of man- j 
kind are moreor less tinctured through- | 
out with the dim memory oi this calam- 1 
ity in the shadow of which the Coast] 
tribes are yet living. Even the later 
systems of religion, of which Christian- I 
it v iB the perfect type, [have not been 
able to lift their devotees completely out 
of its influence. One of the favorite 
points of assault upon the teachings of 
the Christian church has been its insist- 
auce upon the actual occurrence of an 
event such as is poetically pic- 
tured in Genesis. Hut its claim 
in this regard is buttressed by 
the mythology of every race. Wherever 
we (hid, as we do find in all mytholo- 
gies, the story of an angry Deity, we have 
corroborating testimony to the historical 
value of the Edeuic story, although 
doubtless we may accept that story tco 
literally. 

The mythology of the Coast seems to 
indicate thai previous to the great catas- 
trophe from which till the myths have 
their origin, the Indian races enjoyed a 
far higher degree of civilization and had 
made much better progress in knowl- 
edge than their descendants have attain- 
ed to within historic times. We say 
seems to indicate, lor until the myths 
have been properly classified and ex- 
amined, it is impossible to speak more 
definitely than this. There are expres- 
sions in some oi them which suggest a

A Daring Robber Helps Himself to 
the Letters for the Fort Steele 
Country 



After Abstracting Their Contents He 
Has a Bonfire— Arrest Speedily 
Follows. 



Victorians who on the 10th of this 
month mailed letters to friends or busi- 
ness correspondents in the Fort Steele 
country, will look without reward for 
answers to their communications — the 
Fort Steele people who should long ere 
this have received the correspondence in 
question will mourn for the letters that 
never came. 

For the first time in years the mail 
bags have been robbed of their contents, 
and the letters leaving Victoria on the 
date mentioned will never bo seen again. 
The ono tiling satisfactory to note in the 
affair iB that the authorities have let no 
time he lost, and a man who is believed 
to be the originator and chief mover in 
the plot to capture the mail hairs, one 
Aiec McKenzie, is now on his way to 
Donald to stand his trial. 

Tho Fort Steele mail, it may be men- 
tioned, is carried by the C.P.R. as far as 
Golden, from which point it has to be 
transferred by wagon over the famous 
Cariboo road to its destination, 190 miles 
or more away. The bags leaving here 
on the 16th were especially well filled, a 
fact that was commented upon by the 
railway mail clerk when be transferred 
them to the custody of the driver at 
Golden three days later. The wagoner 
started at once for Fort Steele and re- 
tained safe possession of his charge un- 
til within 12 miles ol his destination. 

At this point there is a wayside rest- 
ing place commonly known as " Han- 
Bon's," and here, as is the custom, the 
mail carrier put up for the n'tgh't. It was 
here that the bags were Btolen. 

The only natural suggestion being that 
the thief would go in the direction of 
Fort Steele, investigations were made at 
once in that quarter and first suspicions 
were confirmed by the finding of the 
bags, cut and rifled of their contents, in 
a house at Fort Steele, charred papers 
and asheB showing where the letters, 
having been relieved of anything of value 
they contained, had been burned. 

As to how suspicion fastened upon 
McKenzie nothing is yet known, the tel- 
egram which Hon. Col. Baker received 
in the matter last evening merely chron- 
icling tne facts as briefly related above. 
Those who dispatched letters from this 
city on the 16th would do well to com- 
municate with the police in connection 
with the matter, as they may be able 
thus to strengthen the hands oi the 
authorities.

B. C. FBUIT EXCHANGE. 

Mr. G. W. Henry, the Manager, Tells How 
It Was Formed 

Mr. G. W. Henry in his introductory 
remark^ on the reasons for the forma- 
tion of the fruit growers' exchange, said 
that: 

"Asa fruit growers' dissociation we 
had for seven years or more been trying 
to teach people how to grow fruit and 
what varieties to grow ; also haw to put 
their fruit up properly when grown. 
Much good we know has been accom- 
plished, too, in that way ; but it was 
evident .something more practical was 
required in order to get possession of 
the markets for our fruit when grown 

While the fruit growers' association 
and the fruit exchange were two dis 
tinct societies, they were in harmony in 
their objects, Mr. Henry said, for while 
the fruit growers' association was 
educational one, the exchange had 
view the marketing of the fruit. That 
the exchange would eventually become 
a strong body and accomplish important 
work, Mr. Henry was certain, though at 
iirst it needed great care and attention — 
strong food and good nursing. 

"The fundamental principle of the so 
ciety is co-operation," Mr. Henry con- 
tinued, " and in carrying out the busi- 
ness this principle has been adhered to 
as closely as possible. Uo-operation by 
fruitgrowers in marketing their fruit 
had been in existence in the province 
for a year or two years before the organ- 
izing of the exchange, but this was with 
local bodies only, and it was found that 
the competitiou between localities might 
prove as dangerous to our interests or 
more dangerous than competition of in- 
dividuals, Competition has been called 
the life of trade, therefore we would not 
wish to kill it entirely ; on the contrary, 
our idea is to promote it in its best 
form. 

" For us to individually compete in 
trying to get possession of theso distant 
markets means great expense to each of 
us, and would put us largely at the 
mercy of the dealers whose business it 
would be to make all they could out of 
our ^production. Competition of that 
kind in these markets also means dan- 
ger of glutting some while others are 
left almost untouched, owing to the ig- 
norance of each as to where the other iB 
shipping or by all of us trying to get 
into what seems the best markets. A 
glut of fruit shipped into any of these 
distant markets means serious loss to 
growers, for in addition to the loss of 
the fruit is the extra loss of from two to 
four cents per pound freight. The vari- 
eties of fruit we ship being of such per- 
ishable nature, have to be sold immedi- 
ately on their arrival whether the mar- 
ket is full or not, or else they are lost. 
Such disastrous competition as that we 
wish to avoid. 

The competition we wish to encourage 
is at home, where the growers have con- 
trol of the situation themselves. We 
want them to compete with each other 
in trying winch can grow the best fruit, 
which can put it up in the best shape. 
That is the kind which will give lile to 
our fruit trade. Let each-grower learn 
to feel proud of his owv. name stamped 
on each of his packages, and the Fruit 
Exchange will soon learn which stamps 
to be pioud of too, and will see that each 
man receives the just reward of his 
1 ibjr."'

We are satisfied, 
however, that the growers on the whole 
received much better prices for their 
fruit after all losses and expenses than 
they would have had the exchange 
not been in existence. The oflieers and 
servants of the society are the ones who 
have suffered the loss, not being able to 
get out of the percentage allowed for the 
purpose all their salary and expenses. 
For my part I feel that, considering all 
the disadvantages, we came out well — 
that the exchange proved itself a success 
even in such an unfortunate season." 

Mr. Henry did not advocate the send- 
ing into the home markets interior fruit 
of any kind. "Our own people," he 
said, " should get the best fruit, but 
some varieties are too tender, and in 
gathering fruits often some of the speci- 
mens are too ripe for distant shipments. 
These are usually the very choicest fruit 
and Bhould therefore be daintily put up 
and supplied to our own people. They 
would booh learn, too, this fact, that they 
were far superior in flavor to fruit that 
had been shipped in from a distance and 
consequently picked before fully ripe. 
There are so many points, that could be 
taken ndvantace of, if the fruit grow- 
ers could or would all work together 
harmoniously. I know how difficult it 
is for them to do so, scattered as they are 
so widely, how easy und natural it is to 
let little jealousies and selfish motives 
spring up, and how much injury just 
one such spirit in a locality can do the 
cause by giving vent to his feelings. 
Therefure, whether we can overcome 
these impediments and receive the full 
benefit which should accrue to co-opera- 
tion is yet to be proved. One great ques- 
tion remains, and this we should im- 
press forcibly upon our mind, that in 
years to come, when all our plum or- 
chards are in full bearing, if something 
has not been previously done to prepare 
the way, what will become of 
all our fruit? What will be- 
come of it next year if we 
have a full crop? If some plan is not 
in operation for advantageously dispos 
iug of it in distant markets? You who 
are growing fruit or intend to be fruit 
growers should remember this. Re 
member that this year we had in our 
scarcity a surplus. Then, with a good 
crop next year, which we shall likely 
have, we may look for at least three 
itnes as many plums, to say nothing of 
the other fruit. 

" These are thoughts we must take in 
to consideration, and even though at first 
we meet with extra expenses and losses, 
our only salvation as fruit growers is to 
get an established trade in distant mar- 
kets." 

During the forenoon, the Premier, 
Hon. J. fl. Turner, was present for a 
short time, and congratulated the associ- 
ation on their valuable work. He re 
ferred to what had been said the previ 
ous day in the discussion regarding the 
agricultural fairs, and espressed the 
opinion that something might be done 
in the direction of several of the societies 
agreeing to hold a joint exhibition, 
which would necessarily be better than 
if they acted separately. He alluded in 
words of praise to the excellent results 
that had followed the introduction of 
spraying, and in concluding said that 
the expression of opinion from such 
bodies as this association would natur- 
ally receive consideration from the mem- 
bers of the legislature. 

Mayor Redfcrn also made a few con- 
gratulatory remarks during the morning, 
expressing his deep interest in all that 
was for the welfare of the province and 
saying that the city council would al- 
ways be pleased to render any assistance 
they could to the association. 

Committees of the association were 
appointed as follows :

DEAD SPOT ON APPLE TREES. 

R. M. Palmer Rends a Valuable Paper on 
This Pest. 



At the closing session of the fruit- 
growers' annual meeting last night, Mr. 
R. M. Palmer read a paper on Dead Spot 
or bark disease, and at the same time 
stated that he had prepared a paper on 
the San Jose Scale, but would not read 
it owing to want of time. Fruit-growers 
would need to be watchful against the 
scale, which makes its appearance on 
the fruit in the form of a small round 
scale like a miniature barnacle, having a 
black spot in the centre and being sur- 
rounded by bright reddish or purplish 
spots. As to the " Dead Spot," he 
said : 

" This disease is reported from all dis- 
tricts of the Lower province, as prevail- 
ing to-a greater or less extent, in many 
instances killing young trees. There is 
still great diversity of opinion in regard 
to this disease or condition of the apple 
tree. Prof. L. D. Pierce, who was 
specially detailed by the U. S. depart- 
ment of agriculture for the purpose, has 
been making a careful, systematic inves- 
tigation regarding the disease as it oc- 
curs in Oregon and Washington, and 
although the investigations are not 
complete, it is stated that "deadspot" 
is the result of a parasitic fungus which 
is probably transmitted from tree to tree 
by means of spores, blown by the wind, 
or carried by insects, etc, Mr. M. O 



80 studied the disease, writes me in 
' ^ard to it as follows : 

" ' Dead Spotis caused by a deop-seated 
fungus that finds its sustenance itrtlie 
inner tissues of the bark and only ap- 
pears on the surface 'for the purpose of 
spore formation and reproduction. The 
mycelium of the fungus spreads in vari- 
ous directions through the bark and can 
generally be cut out without injury to 
the tree, stripping off all the dead 
outer bark, and diseased tissue. 
After the funguB has attained its growth 
it produces its Bpores in small excres- 
cences on the surface V>f the dead spots. 
These little pustules burst, when the 
Bpores escape, and are carried by the air 
and insects to other trees and other por- 
tions of the same tree. They germinate 
in autumn, and begin to penetrate the 
bark at once, and repeat their cycle of 
growth. The spore bearing vessels burst 
during July and August, and as no spray 
can reach the fungus after germination, 
a midsummer spraying when trees are 
badly infected is important. 

'' As an ordinary preventativejautumn 
spraying wou-ld probably be suflicient, 
but in severe cases both should be used. 
All dead spots should he cut out and 
burned, for they hold myriads of spores 
that only await a favorable opportunity 
to produce new infections. The mid- 
summer spray to ubo on bearing trees 
would be live ounceB copper carbonate 
and three pints ammonia in 45 gallons 
water. On young trees, or trees not in 
fruit, six pounds sulphate copper, six 
pounds liuic, 00 gallons water. The 
autumn spray Bhould be six pounds sul- 
phate copper, ten pounds lime, oO gal- 
lons water. It will be noted that these 
sprays are about one-half stronger than 
the ordinary Bordeaux mixture as ad- 
vised for use in British Columbia. 

In British Columbia I have observe.l 
that dead spot does not occur in the in- 
terior valleys, and either not at all or to 
a very slight extent in orchards of the 
lower province situated on soils contain- 
ing plenty of lime, such as clam shell 
beaches where there is a good under 
drainage. It is now pretty well estab- 
lished that many soils on which orchards 
are planted contain a very small per- 
centage of lime, and again the question 
of proper drainage cf orchard land has 
not received the attention required. I 
have frequently noticed that fruit trees 
are standing in soil where the water- 
table during the winter months is almost 
or quite level with the surface. Now, 
whatever direct treatment is made to 
trees affected with " dead spot," it is 
most important that these matters 
should receive attention — healthy trees 
cannot be expected, unless they are 
surrounded with what may be termed 
proper " sanitary conditions," and sup- 
plied with the elements of plant food 
necessary to promote healthy growth. 
Where wood ashes are available, insuf- 
ficient quantity, they should be used 
freely in the orchard, and if not obtain- 
able, lime and muriateof potash in their 
place, and if convenient, well worked in 
with the harrow or cultivator in early 
spring, as far as the roots of the trees 
extend. 

In planting new orchards, care should 
be taken not to plant the trees too deep, 
I draw attention tor this, as I find it is 
rather a common error, and one very 
difficult to remedy latter on. 

On soils inclined to be wet, it is better 
to plant on or near the surface and 
mound up the soil ovor the roots of the 
trees. 

"For young trees, stable manure 
should be applied veny cautiously, as it 
stimulates wood growth to an undue ex- 
tent. On some rich soils it has been 
observed that frequent cultivation has 
had the same effect. 

" In regard to these matters orchard- 
ists should study their soil and local con- 
ditions, the aim being to produce a fair 
amount of now wood on trees every year, 
which will harden and ripen up pro- 
perly in the fall, and avoid the produc- 
tion of overgrown sappy shootB, which 
apparently indicate a condition of the 
trees highly favorable to the develop- 
ment of ' dead-Bpot.' 

"Give your fruit trees as nearly as 
possible ' ideal conditions ' by planting 
on soil suitable for the purpose, and sup- 
plying proper care, cultivation and plant 
food, then if disease appears treat them 
with remedial applications designed to 
destroy the intruding disease or par- 
asitic growth." 

Mr. Palmer also offered some remarks 
on another fruit pest, known as the 
apple tree miner J which was also known 
to have made its appearance in some of 
the orchards on the Lower Mainland. 
It is of the same family as the Codlin 
moth, and Mr. Palmer suggested as a 
means of eradicating it, the destruction 
of all infected fruit. A long discussion 
followed, during which a number of use- 
ful facts were elicited. 

Mr. Henry Kipp, of Cliilliwack, read 
a practical paper on his experiments in 
spraying, and Mr. F. L. Sears, in a 
paper on " Grading and packing fruit, 
and on fruit packages," gave bouic ex- 
cellent advice and hints as to the best 
methods of preparing fruit for market.

Resolution That the Association Wants 
Agricultural Interests Protected. 

One of the most important events of 
the evening was the report of Messrs. M. 
Miller, H. Kipp and D. Stevens the 
committee on the tariff: This report 
read : 

Your committee to whom was re- 
ferred the communication of the minis- 
ter of agriculture re revision of the tariff 
beg leave to report as follows: Your 
committee believes that the true policy 
of every government is that policy which 
will cause the greatest investment of 
capital and secure the best returns to 
the laborer and the investor. British 
Columbia being comparatively a new 
country her industries are to i 
degree undeveloped, and unless protec 
tion iB afforded they are liable either to 
languish or remain dormant for an inde- 
finite period. We would also call your 
attention to the imports into B. C. from 
our neighbors to the south, and point 
out that if protection is continued, al 
though we may not be able as yet to 
supply onr home demand, we will be- 
come a good market for the products of 
our sister provinces of the East. 

"To particularize would be long and 
tedious and possibly not accomplish 
nearly so much as a short conference 
with a committee appointed by you for 
that purpose, 

"Therefore, be it resolved that tliis as- 
sociation believes that the tariff laws, as 
affecting agricultural interests, should 
not be lowered." 

This brought up opposition from Mr. 
J. Dougan, of Cobble Hill, who stvled 
the tariff a parasite and contended that 
instead of humanity advancing they

were degenerating in the scale because 
of this tariff. 

Mr. D. Stevens in reply said they had 
only to look across the line and notice 
the low prices there, to see what would 
be the disastrous effect of pulling down 
the tariff wall. He wanted too to see the 
duty on malt increased, so that the farm- 
ers as in the old days should have a mar- 
ket for their barley. 

Mr. Thos. Cunningham , ub a farmer, 
said that if they took the tariff off, the 
15. C. farmer might just as well leave the 
country. 

The report was adopted, with only one 
voice dissenting. 

The special committee composed of 
Messrs. G. W. Henry, K. Hutcherson 
and E. M. Palmer recommended the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was carried: 

" Whereas it has been considered nec- 
essary for the best interests of the fruit 
growers of the province to extend the 
work of this association in the way of iu- 
vestigating and developing the markets 
available for B. C. fruits, and also by 
placing them more prominently before 
the people of those districts by means of 
exhibitions. 

" Resolved, that tho government be 
respectfully requested to increase the 
annual grant to this associalian to the 
amount of $1,500, in order that the work 
may bo satisfactorily carried out." 

Votes of thanks to tho city, the C.P.N, 
and the president closed the session and 
the association's annual meeting was 
finished. 

The quarterly meeting will be held in 
Vancouver.

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Dairymen's Association Do Not Wish 
the Government to Lower 
the Tariff. 



They Also Ask That the Quarantine 
Against American Cattle Be 
Continued. 



The British Columbia Dairymen's As- 
sociation wound up their annual meet- 
ins: laBt night at the City hull, when the 
reports of the auditors and of the com- 
mittee on the tarill' were received. The 
tariff committee's report was agreed to 
without any discussion, the members be- 
ing evidently a unite upon the subject 
with which it dealt. The report recom- 
mended the adoption of the following 
resolution, which was unanimously car- 
ried : 

" Whereas at the next session of the 
Dominion parliament the government 
lias in contemplation the revision of our 
present customs tariff; and whereas the 
government lias asked for an expression 
of the views of this association relative to 
making changes affecting our industry; 
and whereas scientific dairying has 
within the last few years under the fos- 
tering and protecting care of our govern- 
ment made rapid advancement until at 
the present time it is one of the largest, 
most valuable and important industries 
of our Dominion, whereby large sums of 
money are annually kept in the country 
and circulated in our farming communi- 
ties, thereby enriching the entire com- 
munity; and whereas the removing of 
the presentduty on dairy products would 
eause the home markets to become 
flooded with foreign goods at slaughter 
prices to the material injury of our in- 
dustry, if not to the entire closing of our 
factories; and whereas the strong home 
competition in agricultural products has 
reduced the prices to the lowest values 
at which the farmer can make a living 
for hiniBeli and family, and any legisla- 
tion by which the present duty is re- 
moved or very materially reduced would 
be disastrous to the farming industry, 

" Therefore, be it resolved that, in the 
opinion of this association, any ehauges 
in our present tarill' affecting the dairy- 
ing industry (particularly in this prov- 
ince) should be by way of an additional 
duty, proportionate to the duties on oth- 
er manufacturers products within the 
Dominion, thereby affording us a larger 
degree of protection against competition 
from foreign over-producing countries; 
also that the quarantine against impor- 
tation of American cattle should be con- 
tinued, as we believe that our facilities 
for raising improved stock are sufficient 
to supply our market with a better class 
than "can be brought from the adjoining 
country ; 

V Also, resolved that the government 
be urged to make no changes in the way 
of a reduction in the present existing 
duties in agricultural products." 

This finished unthe business, and the 
meeting closed after passing thanks to 
the .Mayor and aldermen ; the C. P. N. 
for transportation privileges; Mr. J. li. 
Anderson, deputy minister of agricul- 
ture, and the president Mr. W. H. 
Ladner. 

One of the most interesting and prac- 
tical papers of the many read during the 
convention just closed was admittedly 
that of Mr. EL F. Page, of Matsqui. His 
subject was " Winter Dairying," in con- 
nection with which he had the following 
remarkB to make:/ 

" Dairying at the present time is more 
a live question than ever it has been in 
the history of the province, and I ven- 
ture to say offers better inducements 
than any other branch of farming; while 
some who have lately gone into dairying 
have not met with tfie success they anti- 
cipated, have, or are giving up, in dis- 
gust. "While I will not venture to 
cover the grounds of failure in these 
case-, I will say that every man is not a 
dairyman, and is not qualified to meet 
with the same degree of success as his 
neighbor may, no matter what his con- 
ditions. 

" 1 believe that winter dairying war- 
rants more consideration than it has re- 
ceived heretofore, and that it offers bet- 
ter inducements than the practice gener- 
ally in vogue now in British Columbia. 
No part of Canada can grow more succu- 
lent feeds, suitable of profitable feeding 
of dairy cows. These feeds can be fed 
as a soiling crop or converted into ensil- 
age, as the case may be. We have a mild 
climate, which does not require such ex- 
pensive buildings to keep the cows com- 
fortable, which is one of the environs es- 
sential to success in dairying. I think 
the word comfort deserves much more 
consideration than it generally receives. 
Unless cows are comfortable in every 
sense of the word, they will not do their 
best, no difference what breed they may 
be, nor what feed they consume. 

"Cows coming in fresh, the last of 
August, gets the benefits of the after- 
math, and escape the hot dog days, and 
if put in the bam at nights during the 
cold rains and fed some succulent food, 
of which corn is no doubt the best, 
where it can be grown successfully, al- 
though second crop clover or oats and 
pease sown late for tbiB purpose do very 
well. Cows so attended and fed should 
go into winter quarters giving a full flow 
of milk, while cows calving in April and 
May would be about dry and would be 
deadheads for five or six months. 

" Where ensilage has been prepared 
cows should receive from 40 to GO lbs. 
.per day; this with 15 lbs. of early cut 
clover "hay, and to 8 lbs. of ground 
grain, should keep a cow up to the full 
flow of milk. This should be fed in two 
ieeds, and cows not disturbed more than 
necessary, very little exercise being re- 
quired by cowb giving a good How of 
milk. Where the surroundings guaran- 
tee, such as warm stables, plenty of 
light, and pure air, 1 have aiwayB found 
that cows calving in the fall, and well 
fed and kept during the winter, will in- 
crease their flow of milk witli the fresh 
grasses of the spring, in many cases 
equal to the cows lately calved. 

" Quoting from John Gould, the well 
known writeron dairy subjects, he states 
that his herd of cows which had calved 
in the autumn of 1805 were the best 
milking herd up to July 10th, last year, 
at the creamery where he delivered his 
milk. A writer in the Country Gentle- 
man also states that his ten best cows 
calving in April gave 43,082 pounds of 
milk during the year, while ten cows 



calving in the fall gave 50,478 pounds for 
the same period. 

" Further, cows calving during the fall 
allow the the milking to be done when 
there is not a rush of work, allowing 
more time to attend to cowb and calves, 
and the calves, When weaned, go to grass 
and get a good growth before going into 
winter quarters. The work of the farm 
is thus more evenly distributed, and 
help can he continually kept, which 
generally is more satisfactory. 

" Probably the greatest benefit iB the 
increased price nf products which in the 
writer's case is 50 per cent, more now 
than it was in July last, also the product 
is much more easily handled during the 
cool winter months, whether it be milk, 
cream or butter. 

" In conclusion I would say, study 
your business, by reading one or more 
of the heBt papers bearing on the sub- 
jects, consider the means used by those 
who have been successful and adopt 
them so far as practical for you to do so. 
I will again say that comfort with regu- 
larity of attention, is essential to suc- 
cess "in dairying be it summer or winter." 



The Value of Feeding- the Fruit 
Trees— Fruit Exchanges and 
Their Mission. 



How Creameries Advance the Prov- 
ince—New Industry for Salt 
Spring- Island. 



A little group of three of the mem 
bers of the fruit growers' association 
were standing together yesterday talking 
on the results of the meetings that have 
been held here. They were W. E. Rob- 
ertson of Cowichan station, J. Dougan of 
Cobble Hill and W. Ford of Duncan. 

" One of the things I would have liked 
to have brought out more fully," said 
Mr. Robertson, " was the necessity of 
feeding the trees. At the dairymen's 
association the economy of feeding cows 
well was dwelt upon, and I hold it is 
juBt as important to see that the fruit 
trees are well nourished. It is all 
very well to talk of spraying; for no 
doubt that is important; but if you have 
healthy well nourished trees they are 
juBt like healthy animals loss suscepti- 
ble to disease." 

Mr. Robertson is one of the charter 
members of the flockmasters' associa- 
tion and his idea is that fruit growing 
and sheep should work well together. 
Sheep allowed to run in an orchard en- 
rich the ground better than any other 
animal lie believes, and besides if there 
are any apples affected with eodlin moth 
the sheep eat the fallen fruit and so de- 
stroy one source of disease to the trees. 

W. E. Ladner is a great believer in 
the importance of dairying to the prov- 
ince. His opinion is that at present, at 
least, it is keeping more money in cir- 
culation at home than fruit growing. 

"Look at the Delta creamery," he 
says; " if it had not been for it last year 
fully $15,000 would have gone to outside 
places for butter." 

The advantages of co-operation among 
the farmers was the topic Mr. E. Hut- 
cherson, of Ladners, chatted about yes- 
terday, as he waited for the 'bus to take 
him out to Cedar Hill to see the spray- 
ing test. Mr. Hutcherson was chosen aa 
president of the fruit exchange at the 
meeting at Mission a few days ago. 

" We have now, he remarked, at least 
170 members, and there are quite a doz- 
en local exchanges working in harmony 
with our central exchange. Our object 
is to have this central exchange a truly 
provincial one, with a view of pointing 
nut to the fruit growers the bestchannel 
f irdisposing of their fruit. We notonly 
supply the growers with boxes and bas- 
kets, and all they need for packing their 
fruit, at as low a price as possible, but 
we also handle the fruit and ship it to 
the best advantage. Thus it can easily 
be seen that the growers, by all becom- 
ing members of the exchange and 
co-operating, will secure a better price 
for their product than if each man was 
acting for himself and trying to under- 
sell his neighbor in the endeavor to se- 
ure a market." 

Mr. J. T. Collins, who is a guest at the 
Occidental and who has during several 
ivs past been attending the meetings 
of the dairy men and the fruit-growers, 
is thoroughly convinced that the cream- 
ery is a good thing, with money to be 
made in it. At his home on Salt Spring 
Island the dairying industry is thriving 
and it will shortly be given additional 
encouragement by the establishment of 
a large and thoroughly modern cream-

FOR THE IRISH CAUSE. 

John F. Redmond Says He Has Everywhere 
Found the Warmest Sympathy. 

New York, Jan. 29.— "I have been in 
this country three months, and whore- 
ever I have gone I have found the warm- 
est sympathy for the Irish cause," said 
John F. Redmond, M. P., to-day. "I 
have been as far north as Montreal and 
as far south as Kentucky and Tennessee. 
I have been all through New England, 
and my Western tour extended as far as 
Denver. Everywhere there was the 
same interest in the subject of Ireland 
and her wrongs. The object of my visit 
to this country at this time was not to 
solicit funds for the Irish cause or to 
further any particular project of 
| a political nature, but simply to deliver 
lectures. I have shortened my stay in 
order to get back to London as soon as 
' possible and take part in tho parliamen- 
tary discussion of measures for the relief 
J of Ireland. Mr. Balfour now proposes a 
I new commission of inquiry into thosub- 
I ject of Ireland's taxation. The meaning 
| of this is that the Government proposes 
to further postpone the settlement of 
this matter. There is no necessity for a 
new organization, and this proposal is 
only a subterfuge to gain time. Had I 
been present at the time this idea 
was broached, I would have opposed it 
with all my might, and when I return I 
Bhall light it with all the power I can 
command."
